WITNESSES OF THE SHOOTING 


B eclart That the Defendant Pointed 


Hie Revolver at Those on the Float 


After Hie Brother Had Fired the 


First Shot and Before the Succeed­ 


ing Shots' Were Fired— One W itness 


Describee K illing of Annie. 


Flushing, N. Y., Dec. 19.—The trial 
of Thornton J. Hains on charges of 
aiding his brother, Captain Peter C. 
Hains, Jr., in the killing of William E. 
Annis, was adjourned until Monday 
after a day In which the state de­ 
veloped the strongest testimony so far 
adduced. Two witnesses, Herbert L. 
Funke and Arthur Andrews, both eye­ 
witnesses of the shooting, swore that 
there was an interval between the 
first shot fired by Captain Hains at 
Annis and the others that came in 
fairly rapid succession. 
Both of these club members de­ 
clared positively that Thornton Hains 
pointed his revolver at those on the 
float after the first shot and before 
the succeeding shots were fired. 
An 
exhaustive examination on this, ma­ 
terial to the prosecution’s case, failed 
to shake their testinhony. 
Andrews 
stated that following the first shot 
he saw the defendant point bis re­ 
volver at witness’ father. 
“There was a first shot, then an 
interval, when there were some more 
shots In quick succession, then a pause 
and a last shot. which went through 
the sail 
I ran when I saw Thornton 
point his revolver at my father, and 
stood nnde»* the dock,” said Andrews. 
Witness Funke gave a graphic de­ 
scription of the shooting of Annis. 
Standing by with his arms folded, the 
army captain waited until Annis’ boat 
swept up beside the float, said the 
witness, then lifting the obscuring 
sail. Captain Hains fired several shots 
at the publisher. 
Justice Crane admonished the jurors 
to be careful and not permit anyone 
to discuss the case with them at their 
homes, and then adjourned court until 
Monday. 


GET MAXIMUM PUNISHMENT 


Pennsylvania Men Convicted of Con­ 
spiracy Sentenced. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. 19.—John H. 
Sanderson, contractor of the furnish­ 
ing of the new state capitol; ex-Audi- 
tor General W. P. Snyder, ex-State 
Treasurer W. L. Mathues and ex-Su- 
perlntendent of Public Grounds and 
Building James M. Shumaker, convict­ 
ed of conspiracy to defraud the state 
in the first of the cases growing out 
of the capitol scandal, were sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary, $500 
fine and costs, the maximum punish­ 
ment allowed by law, and were re 
leased on $100,000 ball.
